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LINCOLN'S  ITALIAN  VOLUNTEERS 
FROM  NEW  YORK

The  alacrity  with  which  American  citizens  of  foreign 
birth,  and  even  those  who  were  not  naturalized  at  all, 
hastened  to  the  defense  of  the  Union  flag  was  not  the 
least  remarkable  feature  in  the  excitement  that  attended 
the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War.  Men  from  almost  every 
foreign  country,  imbued  with  a  spirit  of  thorough  devo- 
tion to  the  Union  cause,  organized  regiments  and  tendered 
their  services  to  the  national  government.1  All  foreign 
groups,  Irish,  Germans,  English,  and  Italians  contributed 
to  the  patriot  army  their  full  quota,  in  proportion  to  their 
numbers.  And  although  the  number  of  Italians  who 
served  in  the  Union  forces  was  not  large,  yet  the  material 
and  spiritual  contribution  they  made  to  the  Civil  War 
effort  furnishes  another  proof  of  their  steadfast  devotion 
to  their  adopted  country  and  of  their  gratefulness  and 
appreciation  for  the  benefits  and  privileges  they  enjoy 
as  citizens.2 

As  early  as  April  27,  1861,  UEco  d 'Italia,  the  Italian 
newspaper  of  New  York  City,  published  a  program  out- 
lining the  organization  by  Mr.  Secchi  de  Casali,  its  editor, 
of  an  Italian  Legion  (Legione  Italiana)  to  defend  the 
Union  against  the  slave  States  of  the  South.  According 
to  the  original  announcement  the  Legion  was  to  be  under 
the  command  of  Italian  officers,  selected  from  among  the

members  of  the  Legion  proper.  The  enlistment  office, 
located  at  No.  298  Broadway,  New  York  City,  supplied 
the  men  with  uniforms  and  arms.  The  newspaper,  La 
Nazione3  of  Florence,  Italy,  commenting  favorably  on 
this  private  initiative  which  called  the  Italians  in  America 
to  the  defense  of  the  Union,  announced  that  on  account 
of  the  great  dearth  of  officers,  the  Washington  government 
extended  a  most  cordial  invitation  to  the  former  officers 
of  Garibaldi  to  join  the  armies  of  the  North,  offering  them 
generous  and  advantageous  terms.4 

Meanwhile,  Colonel  L.  W.  Tinelli  was  engaged  in  organ- 
izing another  regiment  of  Italians  known  as  the  Gari- 
baldi Guard,  which,  according  to  an  editorial  in  the  New 
York  Herald 5  included  "all  the  organ  grinders  of  the 
city."  The  newspaper  described  them  as  "a  hardy  and 
enduring  race,  familiarized  with  hardship  and  exposure," 
who  gave  every  promise  to  "make  excellent  soldiers." 

As  result  of  the  addition  of  other  national  groups, 
which  had  been  organizing  separately  for  some  time  past, 
Col.  Tinelli's  Garibaldi  Guard  soon  comprised  a  regiment 
of  "brave  and  experienced  riflemen,  formed  on  the  plans 
of  the  Swiss  sharpshooters,  from  Italy,  France,  Switzer-

land,  Spain,  and  Hungary."6  At  this  point  the  Italian 
Legion  was  also  joined  to  the  Garibaldi  Guard.  Enlist- 
ments in  the  Garibaldi  Guard  grew  so  rapidly  that  it 
promised  to  be  an  organization  of  great  numerical 
strength,  even  to  constitute  a  brigade  by  itself.7 

Appeals  for  public  subscriptions  and  aid  in  forwarding 
the  regiment  to  its  destination  appeared  in  the  local  daily 
press.  The  readers  were  instructed  to  forward  their  con- 
tributions to  Charles  R.  Morton,  596  Broadway,  New 
York  City.  In  its  issue  of  April  29,  18  61,  the  New  York 
Herald  announced  the  receipt  of  the  sum  of  $245/ 

Toward  the  end  of  April  18  61,  the  Guard  was  placed 
under  the  command  of  Colonel  Fred  G.  D'Utassy,  with 
headquarters  at  594  Broadway,  New  York  City.  The 
Lieutenant  Colonel  of  the  Regiment,  Alexander  Repetti, 
and  the  Major,  Tinelli,  were  old  soldiers  who  had  fought 
in  Italy.  More  than  a  decade  earlier,  in  1848,  Repetti  had 
frequently  distinguished  himself  in  the  service  of  Gari- 
baldi. Every  captain  and  subordinate  officer  of  the  regi- 
ment had  been  in  active  service  in  the  field  of  battle,  as 
had  more  than  two-thirds  of  the  privates.  Some  of  them 
had  served  under  Garibaldi  himself.  The  New  York 
Herald  pointed  out  that  the  men  came  from  the  field  of 
Novara,  "where  Freedom's  shriek  was  drowned  on  the 
triumphant  cheer  of  Italian  liberty;"  from  Solferino  and 
Magenta,  "where  the  cheer  was  re-echoed  and  prolonged;" 
from  the  Volturno  and  the  citadel  of  Gaeta;  from  these 
"glorious  fields  and  strifes  on  Italian  soil  and  from  others 
on  every  beleaguered  fortress  of  1848;"  in  Vienna'  Venice, 
and  the  Eternal  City,  and  on  every  consecrated  battle- 
ground of  Hungary  and  Poland.  Hence  the  conflict  and 
the  crash  of  arms  had  no  terror  for  them.  They  knew 
not  danger  in  Freedom's  cause.9    They  were  all  described

by  the  New  York  Daily  Tribune  as  "hardy,  courageous 
men,"  who  hoped  that  "their  past  experience  will  procure 
for  them  the  favor  of  being  placed  in  the  hottest  of  the 
fight,  where  they  promise  to  give  a  full  account  of  them- 
selves."10   To  the  New  York  Herald11  these  men  were  those 

Upon  whose  ear  the  signal  word 
Of  life  and  death  are  hourly  breaking; 
Who  sleep  with  head  upon  the  sword — 
Their  fevered  hands  must  grasp  when  waking. 

By  the  first  week  in  May  i8^>i,  the  regiment  was  fully 
organized  and  equipped,  but  not  yet  fully  uniformed.  It 
mustered  seven  hundred  and  fifty  men,  exclusive  of  field, 
staff  and  regimental  officers.  They  served  as  a  regiment 
chasseurs  a  pied.  The  official  inspection  of  the  Garibaldi 
Guard  took  place  on  May  14,  1861.12  A  week  later,  on 
May  22,  the  Guard  held  a  full  dress  parade  at  Tompkins 
Park,  New  York  City.  On  this  occasion  Miss  Sylvia 
Grinnell  presented  the  Hungarian  standard.  The  follow- 
ing day,  May  23,  Mrs.  Anna  H.  Stephens,  a  writer, 
presented  the  American  banner.  The  original  flag  which 
Garibaldi  carried  through  the  wars  of  1848  and  1849  was 
also  presented.  It  was  revealed  that  Garibaldi  had  brought 
the  flag  to  America  and  had  given  it  to  his  friend,  General 
Avezzana  who,  in  the  name  of  the  General,  presented  it 
to  the  Garibaldi  Guard.13 

One  of  the  first  acts  of  Colonel  D'Utassy  was  to  issue 
a  proclamation  dated  Headquarters,  Garibaldi  Guard,  New 
York,  May  24,  1861,  denouncing  the  cowardice  and 
treachery  of  the  enemies  of  the  Union  in  the  "dastardly 
assassination  of  our  brave  and  noble  young  comrade, 
Colonel  Ellsworth,"14  and  resolving  to  convey  the  sincere

regrets  of  the  officers  of  the  Garibaldi  Guard  to  the  rela- 
tives and  friends  of  the  "brave  deceased,"  and  pledging 
"the  best  efforts  and  the  best  blood  of  our  regiment  to 
vindicate,  in  his  name,  the  justice  and  honor  of  the  cause 
whose  success  his  martyrdom  has  sealed."15 

On  May  27,  1861,  Colonel  D'Utassy  issued  a  notice  to 
the  "patriotic  citizens  of  New  York,"  announcing  the 
appointment  of  a  committee  composed  of  Messrs.  Alex- 
ander Bliss  (17  West  21st  Street)  and  Francis  A.  Stout 
(93  -  9th  Street),  to  solicit  and  receive  subscriptions  in 
aid  of  the  regiment.16  Less  than  a  week  later  the  Guard 
announced  the  receipt  of  one  thousand  one  hundred  and 
ninety-one  dollars  in  subscriptions,  most  of  the  money 
representing  contributions  from  business  firms  in  New 
York  City.17  In  soliciting  additional  subscriptions, 
Colonel  D'Utassy  announced  that  the  primary  object  was 
to  supply  the  wants  of  the  men.  He  also  announced  that 
large  quantities  of  material  for  underclothes  had  been 
purchased  at  wholesale,  and  cut  up  gratuitously;  they  had 
been  made  up  by  ladies  and  church  societies,  or  given  out 
to  poor  and  deserving  needlewomen.18 

Officially,  the  Garibaldi  Guard,  the  Italian  Legion,  the 
Netherland  Legion,  the  Polish  Legion,  the  Hungarian 
Legion,  and  the  First  Foreign  Rifles  constituted  the  Thirty- 
Ninth  Regiment  of  Infantry,  having  been  raised  by  the 
Union  Defense  Committee  of  New  York  City,  .  under 
special  authority  from  the  War  Department.  It  was 
accepted  by  the  State  of  New  York  on  May  27,  18  61,  and 
mustered  in  the  service  of  the  United  States  for  three 
years  at  Washington,  D.  C,  on  June  6,  1861,  to  date 
from  May  28,  1861.     Three  companies  consisted  of  Ger-

The  Garibaldi  Guard  left  New  York  for  Washington, 
the  seat  of  war,  on  the  afternoon  of  May  28,  1861.20 
The  regiment  formed  on  Lafayette  Street  at  two  o'clock. 
According  to  the  New  York  Herald  the  men  looked 
robust  and  exceedingly  well  and  active;  and  as  they 
marched  up  and  down  the  square  "one  could  not  help 
admiring  their  soldierlike  appearance,"  giving  every 
promise  of  distinguishing  themselves  on  the  field  of  battle. 

The  men  wore  their  uniform  made  of  blue  frock  coats, 
blue  pants  trimmed  with  red  cord,  red  undershirts,  and 
felt  hats  ornamented  with  feathers  and  green  leaves. 
Their  knapsacks  contained  blankets  and  comfortable 
under- clothing,  while  the  haversacks  were  crammed  with 
bread,  cheese,  Bologna  sausages,  and  all  kinds  of  eatables 
and  drinkables.  Notwithstanding  the  name  and  origin 
of  the  regiment,  the  German  element  predominated.  The 
Italian  element  could  be  perceived  in  the  ranks. 

After  being  reviewed  in  Lafayette  Place,  the  regiment 
was  formed  in  marching  order  and  proceeded  to  Jersey 
City  by  the  following  route:  up  Fourth  Street  to  the 
Bowery,  down  the  Bowery  to  Bond  Street,  through  Bond 
Street  to  Broadway,  up  Broadway  to  Fourteenth  Street, 
through  Fourteenth  Street  to  Fifth  Avenue,  to  Wash- 
ington Parade  Ground,  up  Waverly  Place  to  Broadway 
and  thence  down  to  the  Cortland  Street  Ferry,  where  they 
embarked  in  two  boats  especially  provided  for  the  pur- 
pose. The  march  through  the  city  occupied  about  an 
hour  and  a  half,  and  all  along  the  route  of  the  procession 
the  troops  were  received  with  intense  enthusiasm,  the 
voices  of  a  hundred  thousand  persons  bidding  them  God- 
speed.    Manahan's  Band  accompanied  the  regiment.     The

corps  of  twenty  buglers  attracted  a  good  deal  of  attention. 
As  the  troops  reached  the  Park  the  scene  became  enlivened 
when  the  French  Company  began  singing  the  "Marseillaise 
Hymn"  with  fine  effect.  Immediately  afterwards 
another  company  sang  the  "Star  Spangled  Banner."  At 
Barnum's  the  band  played  several  patriotic  airs,  and  dipped 
the  flags  in  honor  of  the  occasion.  Not  less  than  six 
vivandiers  accompanied  the  regiment.  One  of  them  had 
her  husband  in  the  ranks  and  attracted  "much  attention 
by  her  fine  dashing  appearance."  In  the  procession  there 
were  the  American,  Hungarian,  French  and  Italian  flags. 
Only  the  Swiss  colors  were  missing,  and  that  was  due  to 
the  fact  that  this  banner  had  not  been  finished  on  time. 
The  soldiers  were  without  arms,  their  rifles  being  packed 
up  in  cases,  and  conveyed  in  that  way  with  the  ordinary 
baggage.21 

In  the  afternoon  of  May  30,  1861,  two  days  after  its 
arrival  in  Washington,  the  Guard  marched  to  the 
President's  house  and  was  received  by  the  President,  Gen- 
eral Scott,  and  Secretary  Seward.  Afterwards  they  drew 
up  in  line  before  the  residence  of  the  Sardinian  Minister.22 

After  a  stay  of  ten  days  in  Washington,  where  it  was 
encamped  on  Capitol  Hill,  the  Garibaldi  Guard  was 
stationed  at  Camp  Grinnell,  near  Washington,  D.  C. 

Early  in  June  1861,  Major  Tinelli,  who  had  been  instru- 
mental in  organizing  the  original  nucleus  of  the  Garibaldi 
Guard,  tendered  his  resignation.  In  a  communication 
addressed  to  the  editor  of  the  New  York  Herald,  dated 
June  11,  1 861,  a  volunteer  of  the  Guard  gave  a  vivid 
account  of  what  he  described  as  the  "painful  emotions" 
experienced  in  camp  by  the  announcement  of  the  resig- 
nation of  Major  Tinelli,  who  had  been  informed  from  high 
quarters  that  the  application  made  by  him  some  few 
months  before,  for  a  foreign  mission,  would  be  granted  in

a  few  days.  Both  Major  Tinelli's  letter  of  resignation  and 
the  answer  addressed  to  him  by  Colonel  D'Utassy  were 
read  before  all  the  officers  of  the  corps,  collected  in  the 
Colonel's  tent  at  the  report,  and  the  "solemnity"  was  a 
very  moving  and  painful  one.  According  to  the  volun- 
teer reporter  "tears  were  seen  flowing  on  many  noble  and 
timeworn  cheeks  when  the  news  was  spread  in  the  camp, 
and  every  company  deputized  their  sergeants  and  corporals 
to  Mr.  Tinelli's  tent  to  express  their  feelings  of  regret  at 
such  an  unexpected  separation  from  their  favorite 
friend."  The  reporter  pointed  out  that  since  the  beginning 
of  the  military  organization  of  the  Garibaldi  Guard,  Major 
Tinelli  had,  "by  his  kind,  gentlemanly  and  soldierlike 
deportment,  enlisted  the  general  sympathies  and  affection 
of  the  whole  regiment,  and  his  absence  could  not  fail  to 
be  deeply  felt  by  us."23 

For  a  period  of  about  a  month,  the  encampment  of  the 
Garibaldi  Guard  was  in  Abingdon  Farm,  Virginia,  imme- 
diately adjoining  Sumner  Hill.  The  location  was  at 
once  as  romantic  and  picturesque  as  it  was  healthy  and 
conducive  to  the  comfort  of  the  men.  Situated  on  a  high 
eminence,  surrounded  partially  by  the  Potomac,  the  sani- 
tary condition  of  the  regiment  was  described  as  excep- 
tionally good,  owing  to  the  crystal-like  drinking  water 
and  bathing  facilities  offered  on  this  pleasant  county  seat. 
In  token  of  recognition  of  the  important  services 
rendered  them  by  Moses  H.  Grinnell,  Esq.,  the  Garibaldi 
Guard  named  its  rendezvous  Camp  Grinnell,  a  name  they 
applied  wherever  they  happened  to  pitch  their  tents. 

Early  in  July  1861,  orders  were  issued  to  the  Guard  to 
march  for  Halifax  Court  House,  and  since  it  was  rumored 
that  the  road  lay  straightaway  against  the  enemy,  the  men 
had  expected  to  be  well  armed,  having  previously  been 
promised  rifles.  However,  since  the  men  only  had  altered 
muskets  which  were  totally  useless,  considerable  dissatis-

faction  was  current  in  the  ranks,  for  it  was  felt  that  the 
men  were  being  compelled  to  march  to  the  field  as  good  as 
unarmed.  Nevertheless,  the  march  was  assumed,  but  on 
reaching  the  Long  Bridge,  three  companies — the  First, 
Second,  and  Tenth — remonstrated  against  proceeding  any- 
further  unless  they  were  provided  with  adequate  fighting 
equipment.  Aside  from  this  incident  and  one  or  two 
minor  acts  of  insubordination,  nothing  occurred  to  mar 
the  fighting  spirit  of  the  regiment.  As  soon  as  the  men 
were  adequately  armed  with  rifles  and  received  their  pay, 
peace  reigned  in  the  ranks  of  the  Guard,  and  when  it  left 
the  encampment  on  the  morning  of  July  15,  1861,  for 
Halifax  Court  House,  not  one  man  declined  to  advance. 
The  troops  were  all  eager  for  battle. 

In  fairness  to  the  men  who  composed  the  Garibaldi 
Guard  it  must  be  pointed  out  that  these  overt  acts  were 
due  not  only  to  the  fact  that  the  men  felt  that  they  were 
not  suitably  equipped  for  battle,  but  also  to  the  want  of 
money  and  to  the  intelligence  that  the  families  of  volun- 
teers in  New  York  City  had  been  cut  off  from  benefits  by 
the  Defense  Committee,  in  some  instances  in  a  starving 
condition.24 

The  Garibaldi  Guard  took  part  in  the  following  engage- 
ments: the  battle  of  Bull  Run  on  July  21,  1861,  during 
which  two  men  were  killed,  five  wounded,  and  fifty-four 
were  reported  missing;  the  siege  and  surrender  of  Harper's 
Ferry,  West  Virginia,  September  12-15,   1862,  in  which

Division,  2d  Corps,  Army  of  the  Potomac,  from  March  1864;  and  was  honorably 
discharged  and  mustered  out,  under  Col.  Augustus  Funk,  July  1,  i86y,  except  the 
new  Company  D,  which  had  been  mustered  out,  June  7,   1865,  at  Alexandria,  Va. 


fifteen  men  were  wounded  and  five  hundred  and  thirty 
were  reported  missing;  the  battle  of  Gettysburg,  July  1-4, 
1863,  during  which  fifteen  men  were  killed,  and  eighty 
wounded;  in  the  pursuit  of  Lee,  July  5-24,  1863;  in  the 
siege  of  Petersburg,  June  16,  1864,  to  April  2,  1865;  and 
in  the  surrender  of  Lee  and  his  army.25 

During  its  service  the  regiment  lost  by  death,  killed  in 
action,  five  officers,  sixty-two  enlisted  men;  of  wounds 
received  in  action,  three  officers,  forty-nine  enlisted  men; 
of  disease  and  other  causes,  one  officer,  one  hundred  and 
fifty-eight  enlisted  men;  total  nine  officers,  two  hundred 
and  sixty-nine  enlisted  men— aggregate  two  hundred  and 
seventy-eight  of  whom  one  officer  and  ninety-nine 
enlisted  men  died  in  the  hands  of  the  enemy.26 

The  Garibaldi  Guard  was  mustered  out  of  service  on 
July  1,  1865.  The  veterans  and  recruits  were  transferred 
to  the  185th  New  York  Infantry.  The  regiment  lost 
during  the  service  eight  officers,  and  one  hundred  and 
seven  enlisted  men  killed  and  mortally  wounded  and  one 
officer  and  one  hundred  and  fifty-eight  enlisted  men  by 
disease,  making  a  total  of  two  hundred  and  seventy- 
four.27 

Italian  Prisoners  of  War 

The  newspaper  II  Diritto28  of  Turin,  Italy,  quoted  the 
following  item  from  the  Eco  d'ltalia  of  New  York: 

"In  the  military  prisons  of  Richmond,  Va.,  there  are 
many  Italian  prisoners  of  war  who  fought  with  the  Union

forces.  Among  them  was  the  Piedmontese  hero,  L.  Palma 
di  Cesnola,  Colonel  of  the  Fourth  Regiment  of  New  York 
Cavalry.  Last  June,  in  a  military  engagement,  Colonel 
di  Cesnola  demonstrated  how  the  Italians  know  how  to 
fight  for  a  cause  they  regard  as  sacred. 

"From  a  letter  received  directly  from  Richmond  we 
learn  with  pleasure  that  both  the  Catholic  bishop  of  the 
city  and  the  Reverend  Father  Bixio,  the  brother  of  the 
Garibaldian  general,  visit  our  Italian  prisoners  frequently, 
offering  them  aid  and  books  to  alleviate  the  sufferings  of 
their  imprisonment." 

Following  interpellations  made  in  the  Italian  Chamber 
of  Deputies  and  "recent  manifestations  of  public  opinion," 
Italian  government  authorities  showed  anxiety  over  the 
fate  of  Italian  nationals  who  had  fallen  prisoners  in  the 
hands  of  the  enemy.  Visconti-Venosta,  the  Italian  Foreign 
Minister,  in  a  letter,  dated  February  23,  1864,29  addressed 
to  Chevalier  Giuseppe  Bertinatti,  the  Italian  Minister  in 
Washington,  urged  Mr.  Bertinatti  to  obtain  all  possible 
information,  both  private  and  official,  concerning  the 
Italian  prisoners  of  war,  and  if  possible  to  be  of  assistance 
to  them.  The  Italian  Foreign  Minister  urged  Mr.  Berti- 
natti to  avail  himself  of  the  mission  of  Colonel  de 
Bassecourt,30  who  had  received  permission  to  visit  the 
southern  states,  to  secure  information  concerning  Italian 
prisoners. 

Military  Services  of  Italians 

It  is  practically,  if  not  altogether,  impossible  to  give  an 
ppproximate  idea  of  the  total  number  of  Italians  from 
New  York  who  served  in  the  armed  forces  of  the  Union 
during    the    Civil    War.     The    difficulty    of    recognizing

Italian  names  with  positive  certainty  makes  the  task 
almost  impossible,  even  for  one  who  is  well  acquainted 
with  the  changes  that  Italian  names  undergo.  But  even 
if  we  make  allowance  for  this  uncertainty,  enough  infor- 
mation has  been  compiled  from  various  sources  to  show 
that  more  than  one  hundred  Americans  of  Italian  extrac- 
tion from  New  York  served  with  Lincoln's  armed  forces 

during  the  war.
